September  29,  2001

2.  The  minutes  of  the  September  2000  meeting  were  read  as  published  in  the 
Fall/Winter  edition  of  the  Alumnae  Record  - there  were  no  additions  or 
corrections  and  the  minutes  were  accepted  as  read. 

3.  Secretary’s  Report  and  Treasurer’s  Report  were  read  and  will  be  published  with 
the  Annual  Reports. 

4.  The  reports  of  the  President  and  Committee  Chairpersons  were  read  and  will  be 
published  with  the  Annual  Reports. 

5.  The  election  results  were  announced  by  Diane  Smith.  503  ballots  were  cast:

6.  A motion  was  made  to  destroy  the  ballots  - approved. 

7.  New  Business  - Jeanne  made  comments  on  the  September  1 1th  disaster  and  the 
far  reaching  effects  on  all  aspects  of  life,  even  affecting  Homecoming  attendance. 
Discussion  ensued  regarding  making  donations  to  the  American  Red  Cross 
Disaster  Relief  Fund  or  the  University  and  College  Scholarship  fund  for  the 
children  of  the  victims.  A motion  was  made  for  the  Alumnae  to  donate  along 
with  the  IHP  to  the  Scholarship  Fund  by  Linda  Lass  Orrell  and  seconded  by  Diane 
Smith  and  unanimously  adopted.  Further  discussion  raised  by  Mary  Caira 
regarding  adding  money  from  the  Bertella  Tompkins  Fund  to  the  money  raised. 
The  motion  was  made  that  the  fund  should  be  for  a six-month  period  and  that  all 
monies  collected  by  that  time  would  be  tripled  with  money  from  the  Bertella 
Tompkins  Fund  before  being  sent  to  the  IHP  to  add  to  their  contribution.  The 
motion  was  made  by  Jan  Blaine  and  seconded  by  Diane  Smith  and  was 
unanimously  accepted. 
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Jeanne  announced  the  marriages  of  two  members  of  the  board:  Linda  Lass- 

Schuhmacher  (now  Linda  Lass  Orrell)  and  Beth  Blackington  (now  Beth  Freidlander). 

There  was  also  the  announcement  of  the  proposed  statue  to  be  commissioned  by  the 
Alumnae  Association  to  be  placed  on  the  Bulfinch  lawn  that  will  be  a tribute  to 
nursing.

Treasurer’s  Report 

For  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  2000  the  MGH  Nurses’  Alumnae  Association 
received  a total  of  $103,780  from  bequests,  dues,  homecoming  events,  fund  drives, 
donations,  interest  from  bank  accounts,  and  capital  appreciation  from  investments. 

For  that  same  period  ending  December  31,  2000,  expenses  from  the  general  operations  of 
the  Association  were  $91,973.  Therefore,  the  Association  has  a cash  increase  of  $1 1,807. 
For  comparative  purposes,  fiscal  1999  had  a surplus  of  $194,198. 

Fiscal  2000's  decrease  in  net  cash  flow  was  primarily  due  to  losses  from  investments. 
There  were  two  awards  issued,  four  scholarships  issued,  and  no  loans  granted  over  the 
year.

The  August  200 1 issue  of  the  National  Safety  Council  publication  OSHA  up  to  date  had  a 
one-page  article  titled  “Congress  finds  stress  a factor  in  nursing  shortage”  that  focused  on 
the  fact  that  nurses  are  stressed  out.  Both  the  occupational  burn  out  and  the  physical 
demands  of  the  job  were  stated  as  two  major  reasons  for  nurses  leaving  nursing.  Because 
there  will  be  an  estimated  shortage  of  over  450,000  nurses  within  the  next  7 years, 
congress  is  currently  introducing  three  bills  that  would  address  the  shortage  and  the 
issues  of  job  stress.  Watch  for  information  on  these  bills  and  be  proactive  by  advocating 
for  governmental  action  that  will  decrease  the  stress  and  shortage  in  nursing.

“As  you  know,  we  had  planned  a “hard  hat”  party  and  celebration  of  the  Catherine  Filene 
Shouse  Building  on  September  12th  to  thank  trustees  and  donors  whose  generosity  is 
making  its  renovation  possible 

For  various  reasons,  it  has  proved  too  difficult  to  reschedule  our  “hard  hat”  celebration, 
even  though  there  is  much  to  celebrate  in  the  building’s  progress.  The  construction  work 
remains  on  schedule  for  a late  December  completion  and  move,  and  our  fundraising 
efforts  recently  topped  the  $3  million  mark  with  a generous  commitment  from  the  Taylor 
Family  to  name  one  of  the  nursing  labs.  And  we  are  beginning  to  plan  the  formal 
dedication  of  the  building  and  celebration  of  the  Institutes’  2511  anniversary  in  June  2002. 

Now,  more  than  ever,  it  seems  appropriate  that  the  Institute’s  new  home  will  be  this 
sturdy  symbol  which  has  stood  for  135  years.  And  while  we  know  with  greater  clarity 
than  ever  that  buildings  are  impermanent  structures,  we  also  know  that  the  human  spirit 
endures.  All  of  us  at  the  Institute  are  determined  to  carry  on  the  important  work  that  we 
do  as  educators  and  health  care  professionals,  aware  that  the  Institute  is  a place  where 
each  one  of  us  matters.” 
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MGH  IHP  Graduate  Program  in  Nursing  Update 

by  Arlene  Lowenstein  PHD,  RN  at  the  Homecoming  Luncheon: 

Students  - We  currently  have  199  students  in  the  Nursing  Program.  All  of  our  3rd  year 
students  passed  state  boards.  Our  pass  rates  have  run  96  - 100%  for  first  time  takers,  and 
those  very  few  who  did  not  pass  have  been  successful  on  the  second  try.  Our  graduates 
also  score  well  above  the  national  average  on  advanced  practice  NP  certification  exams. 
Since  entry-level  students  do  not  have  summer  classes,  most  work  full  time  as  RNs,  and 
we  have  had  25  working  at  MGH  this  year.  Many  continue  to  work  part  time  during  their 
last  year  in  school.  Therefore,  when  they  graduate  they  have  over  a year’s  experience  as 
a registered  nurse,  but  they  are  new  to  practicing  as  a nurse  practitioner.  Entry-level 
students  in  the  summer  between  the  first  and  second  year  often  work  as  patient  care 
assistants,  and  most  are  working  at  MGH.  There  are  50  entry-level  students  in  the  new 
first  year  class.  Nine  (18%)  are  men.  As  usual  they  bring  a wide  variety  of  valuable  life 
and  educational  experiences,  to  share  with  each  other,  their  patients  and  faculty.  I would 
like  to  tell  you  about  a project  designed  by  students  taking  the  community  health  course. 
By  going  on  the  web  to  a site  called  www.uniteforkids.com  and  clicking  on  “about  us” 
you  will  find  a website  designed  by  our  students  to  provide  information,  assistance  and 
referrals  for  parents  and  service  providers  working  with  children  exposed  to  violence. 
The  students  received  a grant  to  develop  the  site,  and  it  became  a scholarly  project  for 
one  of  the  students.  The  site  is  up  and  running  and  maintained  by  the  Child  Witness  to 
Violence  Project.  It  is  a wonderful  example  of  the  leadership  our  students  provide  to 
nursing  and  our  community. 

Faculty  - Our  faculty  has  been  very  productive.  Seven  faculty  members  and  four 
students  contributed  chapters  and  examples  to  my  book  on  Innovative  Teaching 
Strategies  in  Nursing,  which  was  published  this  year.  Dr.  Inge  Corless  completed  a book 
on  a history  of  hospice  care,  and  a number  of  faculty  have  published  journal  articles. 
Four  faculty  are  working  with  a project,  currently  in  grant  review  with  the  National 
Institute  of  Nursing  Research,  that  will  educate  Nurse  Practitioners  to  assess  elderly 
patients  for  signs  of  dysphagia,  or  difficulty  swallowing,  and  to  refer  or  plan  care  to 
address  this  major  problem  that  often  causes  malnutrition,  aspiration  and  pneumonia. 
The  program  is  unique  in  that  we  will  be  following  up  with  the  nurse  practitioners 
through  once  a month  on-line  case  conferences.  Faculty  has  been  working  with  Domestic 
Violence  issues  and  research  on  spirituality  and  health.  Faculty  has  been  active  in 
international  health  care  and  nursing  education  efforts  and  traveled  to  China,  England  and 
South  Africa.  Four  faculty  members  are  competing  doctoral  study,  two  of  those  through 
a distance-learning  program.  By  going  through  that  type  of  program  they  have  been  very 
helpful  is  assisting  us  to  set  up  our  distance  learning  efforts,  which  brings  me  to  our 
programs. 

Programs  - We  have  begun  a graduate  level  certificate  program  in  HIV/AIDS  that  is 
being  offered  through  distance  learning.  This  is  our  first  foray  into  that  educational 
milieu,  and  we  will  be  working  with  Pat  Sparks  to  develop  other  areas  appropriate  to 
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distance  education.  Our  newest  specialty  programs  in  Psych/Mental  Health  and  Acute 
Care  are  in  operation  and  going  well,  and  I think  you  will  be  pleased  to  hear  that  we  have 
embarked  on  a planning  process  to  institute  an  RN  to  MSN  program  for  diploma  and 
associate  degree  nurses.  Hopefully  you  will  hear  more  about  that  this  year.  We  are  very 
excited  about  moving  into  our  new  building,  which  will  have  two  nursing  labs  and  state 
of  the  art  classrooms  to  help  us  take  advantage  of  the  technological  revolution,  but  at  the 
same  time  maintaining  our  focus  on  providing  excellent  and  personalized  nursing  care  for 
our  patients  and  their  families. 

Lastly,  I want  to  tell  you  that  I will  be  retiring  from  my  position  as  Director  of  the 
Nursing  Program  at  the  end  of  this  school  year,  but  I expect  to  stay  on  faculty.  I will  turn 
65  in  a week  and  a half,  a major  milestone  for  me,  but  will  continue  teaching,  researching 
and  writing.  This  has  been  a wonderful  experience  for  me,  and  I cherish  it  and  those  I 
have  worked  with  over  the  past  five  years.  I am  very  proud  of  the  way  our  program  has 
grown  and  it  will  be  exciting  to  see  it  and  the  MGH  IHP  continue  to  grow  in  the  future. 
Dr.  Kevin  Kearns,  Director  of  the  Communication  and  Speech  Disorders  Program  is 
chairing  the  search  committee.  If  you  have  suggestions  for  candidates  for  this  position, 
please  contact  him.  I would  also  be  pleased  to  answer  any  questions  about  the  position. 
Just  a personal  note  - I will  be  attending  my  own  Hospital  of  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania  School  of  Nursing  reunion  in  three  weeks.  This  will  be  my  45th  reunion, 
and  those  days  are  still  fresh  in  my  memory.  Much  of  what  nurses  do  now  had  changed 
as  technology,  knowledge  and  the  health  care  system  has  developed,  but  many  of  the 
overall  values  (and  even  some  of  the  procedures)  that  we  learned  in  those  years  in  caring 
for  patients  and  those  that  made  us  want  to  be  nurses  remain  and  have  been  strengthened. 
I know  you  will,  as  I do,  enjoy  and  cherish  talking  about  your  school  experiences.  They 
are  very  special.  You  can  also  be  proud  of  where  we  have  come  from  and  where  we  are 
going,  as  we  bring  new  nurses  into  the  profession  and  prepare  our  students  in  leadership 
in  practice  for  the  benefit  of  our  patients,  their  families,  communities  and  our  society.

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Alumnae  Board  Retreat  Day 


On  Friday  November  2,  2001  the  members  of  the  Board  of  the  Association  met  at  the 
Alumnae  Office  to  review  the  strategic  plan  formulated  last  year  and  to  further  explore 
issues  that  were  open  from  last  year.  It  was  a long  and  productive  meeting. 

The  five  major  goals  from  the  2000  Strategic  Plan  and  the  continuing  action  items  for 
each  are  reviewed  below: 

• Increase  Communications  within  and  between  organizations 

Beyond  the  Cap  was  formally  introduced  and  will  be  an  ongoing 
publication  of  the  association.  New  item  areas  in  the  newsletters  were 
started  and  more  will  be  continued  this  year. 

A major  push  was  started  to  find  class  reps  and  find  missing  alumnae  but 
more  work  will  be  needed  and  so  this  will  be  an  ongoing  project  with  the 
exploration  of  the  possible  use  of  classmates.com  as  another  approach. 

An  electronic  Communications  Committee,  although  not  active  yet  will  be 
activated  - but  the  association  did  obtain  an  email  address  for  faster  and 
more  efficient  communication  with  members. 

• Expand  and  enhance  continuing  education  for  the  associations  constituency 

The  group  worked  to  get  two  CEU  programs  over  the  past  year  - both 
very  successful  and  this  will  continue 

The  area  of  expanding  CE  offerings  or  certification  programs  has  been  put 
on  hold  as  other  areas  of  the  strategic  plan  are  higher  priority  at  this  time 

• Broaden  the  scope  of  scholarship  eligibility 

This  area  still  has  a great  deal  to  do  from  the  original  action  plan.  The 
forms  for  application  were  revised  and  now  the  committee  will  look  at  the 
budget,  eligibility  criteria,  and  activities  to  be  covered.  The  projected  time 
line  will  be  by  the  next  annual  meeting. 

• Building  Bridges  to  both  the  MGHIHP  and  the  MGH  Department  of  Nursing 

There  has  been  active  exploration  of  ways  to  increase  the  interaction  with 
both  groups.  One  major  area  that  was  under  discussion  and  was  finalized 
at  the  November  2nd  meeting  was  a major  gift  to  the  MGHIHP  in  the  form 
of  money  for  the  capital  building  campaign  for  the  new  Catherine  Filene 
Shouse  Building  to  house  the  IHP  at  the  Charlestown  Navy  Yard.  The 
Board  vote  was  to  fund  the  new  and  expanded  Ruth  Sleeper  Learning 
Center  and  to  fund  the  historical  display  area  in  the  lobby  of  the  building. 
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• Review  the  organizational  structure  of  the  organization 

The  first  “honorary  member”  was  selected  at  Homecoming,  Helen 
Sherwin  and  the  Board  is  working  on  the  recipient(s)  for  next  year. 
The  other  areas  including  Bylaw  changes  will  be  put  on  hold  until 
a later. 


Alumnae  Contribution  to  the 
Catherine  Filene  Shouse  Building 
New  Home  of  the  MGH  IHP 

The  Board  voted  unanimously  to  use  funds  that  were  available  in  the 
Bertella  Tompkins  Fund  to  support  the  campaign  to  build/renovate  the 
new  home  of  the  IHP.  Currently  there  is  a Ruth  Sleeper  Media  Center  at 
the  IHP  and  this  will  be  moved  to  the  new  building.  The  IHP  will  be 
expanding  the  size  and  scope  of  this  area  and  creating  the  Ruth  Sleeper 
Learning  Center.  The  center  is  a multimedia  technology  laboratory 
providing  research,  reference  material,  and  computer  support  services  to 
faculty  and  students  and  it  serves  as  a gateway  to  a vast  array  of 
information  resources.  It  will  consist  of  two  adjacent  rooms  in  order  to 
offer  both  quiet  study  and  research  space  and  an  area  for  reference 
materials  with  a part  time  reference  librarian. 

In  addition  to  the  donation  for  the  Ruth  Sleeper  Learning  Center,  the 
Board  also  voted  to  supply  money  to  alarm  and  maintain  the  historical  and 
current  nursing  area  of  the  display  case  area  that  will  be  in  the  lobby  of  the 
building.  This  will  also  mean  that  some  of  the  collection  of  memorabilia 
owned  by  the  Association  will  be  available  for  this  display. 

The  Board  was  delighted  to  be  able  to  finally  give  a gift  that  is  visible.  In 
the  past  scholarships  and  other  funds  were  not  as  easily  visible  to  alumnae, 
although  they  were  substantial. 

The  dedication  of  the  building  will  be  in  June,  although  the  school  hopes 
to  move  in  well  before  then.  Watch  for  more  information  in  future  issues. 
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Capital  Campaign  Update 


At  the  Board  retreat  on  November  2nd,  the  artist,  Nancy  Schon,  gave  a 
presentation  of  her  initial  research  into  the  proposed  sculpture  to  sit  on  the 
Bulfinch  Lawn.  As  a sculptress  she  is  extremely  well  know  in  the  area 
and  many  of  you  who  have  been  to  Boston  (or  even  Moscow)  will  know 
her  work.  Her  work  includes:  The  Ducklings  (from  Make  Way  for 

Ducklings)  in  the  Boston  Public  Garden  and  the  other  ducklings  that  are  in 
a park  in  Moscow;  The  Tortoise  and  Hare  at  Copley  Square,  and  Eeyore 
and  soon  Pooh  Bear  at  the  Newton  Free  Library  Children’s  patio. 

She  is  gathering  research  to  be  better  able  to  sculpt  a picture  of  nursing  at 
the  MGH.  Although  the  final  concept  has  not  been  seen  we  are  certain 
that  the  school  and  what  we  are  will  be  easily  seen  in  the  final  work.  The 
Association  has  received  approval  to  proceed  with  the  project  from  the 
MGH  Trustees  who  have  agreed  to  let  us  place  the  sculpture  on  the  lawn. 

At  Homecoming,  Diane  Smith,  the  chair  of  the  Capital  Campaign,  spoke 
to  the  group  about  the  project  and  donations  have  already  started  to  be 
received.  This  is  a major  undertaking  and  one  that  we  hope  all  alumnae 
will  participate  in  by  donating  to  the  project. 

Although  the  final  concept  is  not  available,  the  Board  did  speak  with  the 
artist  who  has  agreed  to  make  a small  number  of  miniature  reproductions 
of  the  original.  Because  the  number  will  be  small  they  will  not  be  for  sale 
but  will  be  available  to  any  who  donate  $2000  or  more  to  the  project 
(either  in  one  check  or  in  installments  over  the  next  year).  There  will  be 
other  items  available  for  lesser  donations  that  will  be  announced  in  future 
capital  campaign  mailings. 

Donations  are  already  being  received  so  make  your  plans  today  to  donate 
and  send  in  your  donation  to  the  Alumnae  Office.
